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attached Examiner's comment regarding REQUIREMENT FOR THE DEPOSIT OF BIOLOGICAL MATERIAL 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Regarding independent claims 1, 4, 10 - 12, 16, 17, 23, and 
24, White teaches a method and apparatus for a voice gateway 
(fig. 4 box 104, 116) interconnecting IP networks (fig. 4 box 
106) with other networks (fig. 4 box 102, 114) for voice 
communication . 

The voice gateway comprises a call- setup part which after 
detecting a call-setup request from one of said other networks 
(fig. 5 box 128, 130, col. 9 lines 15 -19), transmits a 
destination inquiring message (col. 9 lines 38 - 42) to a 
predetermined gateway (fig. 4 box 106, fig. 5 box 142, col. 9 
line 43) , and after receiving a destination determination 
message from a destination voice gateway (col. 9 lines 60-62, 
case of called station sending a busy message explicitly shown, 
col. 9 lines 52-53), performs a call setup towards a destination 
transport address included in said destination determination 
message from said destination voice gateway (col. 9 line 60 - 
62) . 

The voice gateway transmits a destination number / 
telephone number (col. 9 lines 11-15) and a transport address / 
IP address (col. 6 lines 9-12) of said voice gateway to said 
predetermined gateway (fig. 5 box 140, 142, col. 9-lines 38-43). 
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Note, in order for the receiving central office to inform the 
originating central office, the originating central office must 
send its transport address / IP address to the receiving central 
office . 

Salama teaches the predetermined voice gateway holds a 
route selection table (col. 14 lines 11-22), collates the 
destination number of a destination inquiring message 

(4085277147, col. 14 lines 11-22) with steering numbers in the 
route selection table (E.164: 408, col. 14 lines 11-22) to 
select a corresponding steering number, selects a transport 
address from the route selection table based on the selected 
steering number (List of Next Hop Network Address, col. 14 lines 
11-22) , and forwards said destination inquiring message toward a 
next voice gateway addressed by the selected transport address 

(col. 14 lines 28-29), wherein said next voice gateway is one of 
a destination voice gateway and another voice gateway having 
address information for the destination voice gateway (col. 14 
lines 10-11, 61-65) . 

However, nothing in the prior art of the record teaches or 
fairly suggests wherein said voice gateway transmits said 
destination inquiring message to an address for said 
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predetermined voice gateway that is recorded in a declaration 
table of said voice gateway, said address for said predetermined 
gateway being determined independently of the destination. number 
of the destination inquiring message. In contrast, Salama 
teaches said address for said predetermined gateway being 
determined dependent upon the destination number of the 
destination inquiring message.
